Courtrai and thus hamper, if they have not cut off, all comm unica­ 
tions between Ostend and Lille. 
The German resistance in Flanders appears only for the purpose 
of allaying the allies until evacuation of Belgium can be completed. 
The enemy is reported evacuating Ostend and sending troops from 
the coast.

Am ericans Forge Ahead. 
W 'th the Am erican Arm y Northw est of Verdun, Oct. 15 (noon) 
(by the Associated Press).— Tanks were brought into action by the 
Am ericans today to break a way through the enemy w ire entangle­ 
ments west of Romagne. 
Despite German resistance the progress of 
the Am ericans, early reports said. was satisfactory today. 
The Germ ans apparently were ready to contest the ground as 
stubbornly as they did yesterday. 
The enemy artillery 
was

used freely to hold the Am ericans, but the Yankee gunners were do­ 
ing much to break down the Germ an resistance. 


Germ ans Evacuating Coast. 
London, Oct. 15.— Several of G erm any’s largest torpedo boats re­ 
cently left Zeebrugge, one of the German naval bases on the Belgian 
coast, during a stormy night, according to a Dutch message forw ard­ 
ed from Amsterdam on Monday to the Central News Agency. 
The German warships were filled to their capacity w ith soldiers 
and proceeded for Germ any. 
The Germans also are reported to be 
evacuating Ostend. 


Belgians Near Courtrai. 
London, Oct. 15.— Belgian troops are on the outskirts of Menin 
and are within two miles of Courtrai. 
The allies also are in effec­ 
tive artillery range of the railw ay from Lille to Thourout by w ay of 
Courtrai.
